W ashington—The automobile in­ 
dustry Monday began its well or­ 
ganized attack upon the motor ex­ 
cise taxes contained in the house 
revenue bill. 
George M. Graham, vice presi­ 
dent of the Rockne Motors cor­ 
poration and spokesman for the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, appealed to the senate 
finance committee to “avert the tax 
which threatens to frustrate the 
motor m anufacturers’ program of 
economic 
recovery 
through 
in­ 
creased employment.” 
The house ways and means com­ 
m ittee expected to raise $56,000,000 
through a three per cent tax on 
m anufacturers sales of passenger 
cars, two per cent on trucks and 
one per cent on tires, parts and ac­ 
cessories. 
The witness said the industry be­ 
lieved such taxes would be “a di­ 
rect blow at the nation’s wages.” 
Graham introduced to the com­ 
m ittee many of the leaders of the 
automobile industry for whom he 
spoke. 
They included Roy D. Chapin, 
chairm an of the board of the Hud­ 
son Motor companies; Edsel Ford, 
president of the Ford Motor com­ 
pany; Alfred P. Sloan, president of 
General Motors; W alter P. Chrys­ 
ler, president of the Chrysler Mo­ 
tor company, and Charles D. H ast­ 
ings, chairm an of the board of the 
Hupp Motor company.

“If there are any more acts such 
as the wreck of the troop train* 
there might he very serious conse­ 
quences. Dispatch of Soviet troops 
shows th at Russia is preparing to 
fight, either offensively or defen­ 
sively.”

Cer'cain public c 
l.a.e ■.alien occasion to 
congratulate the United £ 
j fact that there is nowhere 
in the land any ac ual starve en. 
I hose famous reports from 35 
governors abreed on that pc 
and the 
“prosperity-is-just- 
around-ths'Corner” boys prcrrp y swelled the chorus. 
Now, however, comes a flat contradiction of this state 
ment. 
The Welfare Council, of New York City publishes a mag­ 
azine called “Better Times.” In its current issue there is an article 
by Eleanor Flexner, who investigated cond’ orts for the maga­ 
zine after the governors had said their say. Here is what she dis­ 
covered : 
During the year 1931, four New York hospitals reported 
95 cases of starvation. 
These resulted in 20 deaths. 
Considering the fact that New York contains 7,000,000 
people, that number, perl aps, isn’t large. 
But it is worth while 
to see just what the hospitals call starvation. 
Going on miserably insufficient rations is not called star­ 
vation. 
In a pinch, a man— or a child, for that matter— can 
live for months on bread and coffee. 
That person will always 
feel terribly hungry, he will get thin and weak, and he will be 
a ready prey for the first disease germ that lodges in his system; 
he will be, in the eyes of those cf us who are sure of three good 
meals a day, “starving to dea'h”— but he won’t technically, be 
suffering from starvation. 
If he lands in a hospital or a wel­ 
fare agency he will be written down as a sufferer from malnutri- j 
tion. 
Starvation means that a person gets nothing at all to 
eat— not a dry crust, or a cup of weak tea. And during the past I 
year 95 persons in just that fix were taken to New York hospitals, I 
and 20 of them died. 
The percentage is microscopic, of course. 
But the fact 
is there. 
It completely knocks out hat pitiful boast that “there 
is no starvation in the United States.” 
Remember it, the next 
time you hear that boast voiced.

A uckland,

the m ost serious rioting New Zea­ 
land ever experienced. 
B luejackets from the depot ship 
Philom el u ltim ately quelled the dis­ 
turbance v/lth the aid of m ounted 
police. Fo~ a tim e the mob w as out 
Of control. N um erous rioters and 
police were injured. 
The I c e s w a s estim ated at £ 1 0 0 ,-

Jew elery and liquor stores w ere
